Ireland is mortgaged for 50 per cent, of 
its value; the farm lands of Denmark are 
mortgaged for 41 per oent. of their value, 
and the real estate of Copenhagen for 
70 per cent; the real estate of France is 
mortgaged for 83,000,000,000, or $25 an 
acre for every acre, including mountain 
tops and rivers, in the empire; 80 per 
cent of the entire taxable real estate of 
Germany is mortgaged, "with mortgages," 
says Presser. a German writer, "scarcely 
redeemable." The German farmers, ac- 
cording to Mr. Jaeger, pay $125,000,000 a 
year interest on mortgages, and Stoepel, 
another German writer, says it is far 
above that aum. Italy is mortgaged 40 
per cent, on all her taxable real estate; 
Sweden 33 per cent, and others in like 
proportion. These are all old countries, 
and their mortgages represent (renera- 
tions of unprofitable fanning, not the 
development of a great and new empire.

WASHINGTON, April 22 —The Govern 


ment U now indebted to the Western 
Union Telegraph Company for aboutten 
months' service, for a business amount- 
Ing to about 8200,000 annually. The 
telegraph company has r»fused to ac- 
cept the rate fixed by Postmaster-Gen 
eral Wanamaker, and the latter has de- 
clined to make any further modification. 
Mr Wanamaker'a rate is ten cents foi 
ten words for distances of 300 miles anc 
less, and a proportionate increase foi 
greater distance*. The Western Union 
Company Is still continuing to take all 
Government messages, but ever since 
last June they have refused to receive 
any pay on the basis of the new rates 


It is said that the company proposes 


to institute suit to determma the legal 
questions involved, and that it will 
deny that the Government has a right 
to flx a rate which Is not a just remu 
neration for the services rendered, and 
will claim that the rate fixed by Post- 
master-General Wanamaker is of this

Scanlan only 
lacked wings to transform himself into 
an angel, when the second ward alder- 
man objected to the personal attack. 
Mayor Kanan pnt a stop to the talk by 
stating that the question had been die- 
posed of. that there waa nothing before 
the house, and he didn't wish to hear 
anything more on the subject.

streets m the northeastern part of the 
city be graded was adopted.

To-day ground was broken for the new 


Congregational church to be erected on 
the northwest corner of West Eldorado 
and Church streets. It will cost 822,000 
complete, and will be of stone and bnck. 
It will have a frontage of 116 feet on 
Church street and 74 feet on Eldorado 
The bnck will be covered with rubble 
stones and to the beholder the church 
will appear to be wholly of stone Bubble 
stones are about the size of cobble stones. 
They are of uniform size and will make a 
handsome appearance. There will be a 
handsome tower, beneath it there will 
be an entrance, and at thes outhweat cor- 
ner there will be another entrance. From 
the vestibule the visitor will pass into the 
large auditorium. This auditorium will 
be 54x47 feet, and at its north end the 
pulpit will be placed, To the left of the 
pulpit platform will be the organ loft 
and choir gallery. Over the vestibules 
at the entrance there will be a large gal- 
lery running across the end of the 
church, having a large seating capacity. 
The plans are complete for the remainder 
of the church and the present intention 
ia to build the other part as coon as pos- 
sible. The plan is for a lecture room to 
be added to the rear ot the auditorium 
which is to b« built this year. The lec- 
ture room will be used for prayer meet- 
ings, sociables, society meetings and the 
like. In the part to be added there will 
be a study 12x16 feet, a library room 
19x12 feet, a ladies' parlor 33x16 feet, and 
a kitchen 12*10 feet. The part to be 
erected this year when ready to move 
into will cost $13,000. Harrison Baker 
has the contract. The church is to be 
ready for use Sept. 1st.

In tbe northeastern portion of Dallai, 


Tex., between Bryan and Live Oak 
streets, and fronting the Houston and 
Texas Central railway, lives Aunt July 
Cole, who haa but recently grown too 
old to take in washing. Tbe cabin in 
which she lives in a rude hovel, and yet 
it is kept as neat a» a pin. It is sur- 
rounded by a dozen nuts -of the same 
kind, though not so well kept, all hud- 
dled together in an irregular colony. 
The railway people hare forced their 
right of way with barbed wire to keep 
the horde of pickaninnies off the track, 
but in vain. They crawl through the 
fangs of the fence and gather upon the 
road in such numbers that the cautious 
engineer finds it necessary on passing 
through Freedmantown to uae both bell 
and whistle. 


After the train had passed the other 


day The Republic man crawled through 
the wire fence, and with difficulty found 
the cabin of the "Ole Furginnv Aunty." 
She sat in a low chair andsmoked a blue 
clay pipe. As she raised her face slowly 
and her wrinkled features were first 
seen the writer involuntarily asked him- 
self: "Is it alive?" When she spoke her 
tremulous and cracked voice increased 
hia astonishment. But it was not only 
alive, but tt smoked and talked. 


"My name is July Cole," she said. "I 


belonged to CoL Cole in Furginny, and 
he fit de Britishers wid Gen. Washing- 
ton. 
Norfolk was my home, sir; right 


on de sea. My mammy come from d» 
Cape in Afriky, and ,my daddy went 
back dere. My mammy was named 
Lucretla, and was give to Col. Cole by 
Gen. 
Washington's lady, who had many 


servants. I was brought to Henry 
county, Tennessee, and sold to Thomas 
Waters. I had great-grandchillun den. 
After I helped to settle Tennessee I was 
eold to William Rabb for Ian1. Mars 
Jef come to take me home to Tennessee, 
but ole man Rabb wouldn't let me go 
wid him. Den I lived on Rabb's Creek, 
below La Grange, Tex, I was took away 
from my husband and two ehillun in 
Tennessee, and my ole man he run away 
and followed me till dey caught him wid 
dogs right on de banks of de Mississippi 
river. Yes, sir, right dar in d« bed of 
de river, whar de hill is and de high 
trees, aud right down by de boat in de 
dark — fur he was runnin* to git on tie 
boat wid me. But dey caught 'im and I 
never saw 'im any more1" 


On being asked her age the old woman 


began to rise slowly, holding, in the 
meantime, to the chair for support. 


"I doesn't know by de flggers, but I 


knows by happenln's," she said. She 
moved to an old trunk, which was cov- 
ered with rawhide with the hair on and 
lacked with big beaded brass tacks. 
From this she drew an old letter on blue 
paper, which she sajs was "de paper" 
given to Mare Watera by Mars Cole when 
she was sold. Only the lower half of the 
sheet remains, the other having evidently 
been taken oK by time, and the only legi- 
ble portion of the writing purports togive 
tbe date of Aunt July's birth. The only 
words are "was born Dec. 10, 1745." 


The writer bad heard that she was 145 


> ears old, but of course he believed noth- 
ing of tbe kind.

"Dey says I is er hundred and forty- 


five year ole, an', honey, I spec' it ia so." 


"What is your earliest remembrance, 


aunty? Do you remember Gen. Wash- 
ton?" 


"I never seed him," she said, "but I 


knows when be was general, and I knows 
when he was president, too. I heerd 
Mars Cole say when de tea was flung 
outen de Boston ship. I has seed de 
Tories, an' my brother was wid Mars 
Cole when he went into do war wid de 
Britishers. Dat war was seven years, 
and Mars Cole lie got bhot in de arm. I 
'members when dey fit de French an' In- 
juns. too, sir."
